Mr. CHJTET opened his remarks sith the statawnt that there hare

the police, that we Kst also have appropriate action on the part of the 
outing officials and on the part of the Judiciary. He pointed out that 
and Judges are as much responsible as the police agencies for current ci 
problems in the United States. He stated that it is the Job of the bar Associa- 
tion, the Judges and of the police to restore and KalaU&ja public confidence in 
law enforcement.

To combat organised crime ha stated that in Ua opinion we should have 
■organised law enforcement against organised crime" and in this way there ia 
no problem that cannot be solved if we are all working together. 

I He advocated as the first step toward organised law enforcement the 

full use of cooperation between all law enforcement agencies on «n levels. He 
pointed out that he could speak for the present Attorney General, Mr. BBCWNELL, 

I that the latter does not believe in a national police force od in extending 
federal legislation as the cure-all for all crime problems. Mr. OIMET ttar 
stated that there appeared to be three principal fields in which the federal 
Department of Justice and its law enforcement agencies could be of assistance 
in combating organised crime. He listed these as follows* .

The third general field in which > felt that the federal government i. 
currently being of assistance is the Held of taxation, fie stated thatwhile 
he w« not normally in faro r of seeking s rather indirect Mans towards enforcing 
crtainal laws, nevertheless it cannot be denied that if the profit were taken 
out of crlwe the c rimin a l s would disappear and that Internal Revenue less are 
currently being pursued rigorously and new legislation has been pro Tided. 

.. . . He. pointed out that the Attorney General of the United States has announced 

that he will try to get disallowed all expenses claimed as deductions where the 
J expenses were in connection with illegal business enterprises. 

He painted out that another development of interest was that the 
American Bar Association is now showing great interest in its membership and 
in the field of c r i m i na l lam. He said that they think that their major problem 
ia in the proper aAriniatratian of criminal Justice, including police work, 
prosecutive action and proper Judicial HandUng 0 f cases.
